A Word with President Eliot. 


The current number of the Journal 
of Education contains the argument of 

ev. A. E. Winship with President 
Eliot. of Harvard Collens, who has been 
quite severely criticizing our public 
schools and to many of our readers who 
have been following up “this question 
it will be found interesting reading. It 
is as follows, being addressed to Pres. 
Eliot: 

The following inquiries upon a mat- 
ter in which we have a commen inter- 
est are made in a friendly spirit. You 
occupy a peculiar position before the 
public. Harvard University is the 
oldest, largest, and best-endowed of 
our educational institutions, and in the 
public mind you, as its head, are recog- 
nized as the University, and are sup- 
posed to speak therefor. Within six 
months, from one end of the land to 
the other you have assumed to speak 
upon public school matters with an 

“authority and wisdom never before as- 
sumed by any man of recognized influ- 
ence, and your statements are so at 
variance with all the hitherte assumed 
facts that the friends of the public 
schools who desire to believe both in 
you and in the schools are in a dilemma. 

The following are in substance a few 
of your positions concisely stated: 

1. The public schools are working in- 
finite mischief. 

2. In Boston the best people have 
largely ceased to patronize the public 
schools, and the same will be true of all 
cities. 

8. The private schools of Boston and 
vicinity have better teachers, better 
appointments, better appliances, and 
pay better salaries than the public 
schools. 

4, In proof of the absolute destitu- 
tion of appliances you assert that the 
public schools of Cambridge have but 
one globe, 

5. The schools of Germany, France, 
and other European countries are much 
better than the public schools of 
America. 

6. The children of European emi- 
grants have a much better education 
than the children brought up in rural 
Massachusetts. : 

7. We pay our rural school teachers 
from $16 to $20 a month. 

8. You pronounce Connecticut all 
night because the young men take an 
interest in the public schools. 

Harvard teaches us that loyalty to 
the scientific method is indispensable 
in scholarship; that it is a weakness to 
accept any statement that is not 
founded upon hard facts; that it is un- 
scholarly to speak as with authority 
upon any subject when we do not, or 
cannot, append the ‘‘schedules” of 
facts, scientifically selected, upon which 
such utterances are based. You haye 
issued a large number of indictments, 
and in the interest of the scientific 
method some of the school men would 
like the ‘‘schedules’’ upon which you 
base these startling assertions. 

1. In what way have you learned of 
the infinite mischief being wrought by 
the public schools? Te what extent 
were you educated therin? Have you 
had children educated therein? Have 
you carefully visited primary, grammar, 
and high school grades? In what cities 
and states, and to what extent? If you 
base your statements upon testimony 
rather than upon observation, please 
name the witnesses that the public may 
know how much the testimony of the 
witnesses weighs. If upon public docu- 
ments, please state what they are, that 
we may have an opportunily to get at 
the ‘‘original sources*”’ 

2. What are the means of determin- 
ing to what extent the best people of 
Boston send their children to private 
school? Eliminating the parochial 
and commercial colleges from . the 
problem, is there a larger proportion of 
Boston children in private schools than 
formerly? Is there a falling off in at- 
tendance. upon. the public schools in 
any seetion that is being built up by 
the wealthy and ‘classical’? people? 
All the investigations that I have been 
able to make point in the other direc- 
tion, and: your line of investigation 
would be helpful. 

3. What-is the basis assumed in 
affirming the authority of the private 
school teachers? I am reasonably en- 
thusiastic over our private schools, but 
I can find no justification for your as- 
sertions. Where can one get access to 
the pay-roll of private schools upon 
which you base your statement that 
their salaries are larger? From asome- 
what large acquaintance with such 
teachers I do not know one whose pay 
is equal to that paid for similar work in 
the Boston public schools. 

4. Is it quite fair to assert that other 
cities have no globes because Cam- 
bridge has but one?. I know from per- 
sonal knowledge that more than a'thou- 
sand schools in New England have 
globes,and in many cities and towns 
there are not only globes for every 
grammar scheolroom but in some grades 
a globe for every child. Is it not true 
that,with few exceptions, no child ina 
city or village school has studied geog- 
raphy in Massachusetts in’ the past 
twenty years without having been 
taught from a globe? Are you quite 
sure that there is but one globe in the 

“public schools of Cambridge? 


‘your studies. 
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5. To what extent have you studied 
the public schools of Germany. and 
France? Admitimg that the observa- 
tions of no American would weigh more 
than your own, it is important that we 
should know to what extent. you have 
observed the work compared to our 
primary, grammar, and public high 
school grades. When were these ob- 
servations made? I have had the tes- 
timony of scholarly men wholly edu- 
cated in the public schools of Germany 
and France, of men who have spent 
from eight months to three years in ex- 
pert study of the schools, and their tes- 
timony all differs widely from your own, 
hence the ihterest in the extent of 
It is admitted that in 
some slight particulars there is advan- 
tage there, but you would hardly like 
to have Harvard University ranked by 
her teaching of logic, and it 1s no more 
fair to estimate our schools by a single 
weakness of that kind. 

6. What in the world do you mean, 
—what can you mean by the assertion 
that the-children-of European immi- 
grants are better educated than those 
of the average rural school in Massachu- 
setts? Do you pick the children of 
scholarly Germans who come here’as 
professors, clergymen, chemists, or ex- 
perts, and compare thém with the 
meglected children of rural Massachu- 
setts, or what do you do? Where are 
the recent immigrants that you have 
investigated? 

7. Is it fair to give the West an idea 
that the salary paid a girl in a Mount 
Desert country school is the price paid 
the country teachers of New England? 

8. What do you mean by speaking of 
Connecticut.as having special cause for 
congratulation because of the ‘‘young 
men’? In what state are there rela- 
tively fewer? Is Massachusetts at a 
disadvantage? Is Boston? Do you 
you realize how many young Boston 
grammar school teachers there are? Is 
there anything like it in any Connecti- 
cut city? Do you know how much 
young blood there is in the superinten- 
dencies of Massachusetts, and in the 
suburban cities? 

Finally, as a sample test, the public 
schools of Cambridge sent to Harvard 
last year twenty-five candidates, not 
one of whom was conditioned, and the 
twenty-five took 125 honors in their 
examinatious, nor was that an excep- 
tional year for the public schools of 
globeless (?) Cambridge. Now, what 
private school has a better recerd? 
What private school is there in Somer- 
ville, Newton, or any similar city that 
has made any better record than the 
public schools of the same city? In 
short what are the facts, scientifically 
collected, behind these revolutionary 
assertions of yours? Do not the public 
schools of Massachusetts compare as 
favorably with those of Germany as 
Harvard compares with her univer- 
sities? Let me not be misunderstood. 
No one knows better than the writer 
that the public schools are not perfect 
any more than are the universities and 
colleges, any more than are the 
churches and newspapers, and every 
friend of the public schools welcomes 
every criticism that is founded on fact, 
however severe the criticism may be, 
but we have been taught not to respect 
assertions that have not the facts be- 
Lind them, therefore I say, in the kind- 
liest spirit, let us have the facts.

Voting for President. 


The law for the arranging of candi- 
dates for electors for president and 
vice-president on the official ballot in 
this state in groups so that a person 
may vote the party national ticket by 
making a single mark upon his ballot, 
provides that the names of the candi- 
dates for electors shall be printed in 
groups upon the ticket, in two adja- 
cent columns of equal width, with the 
name and residence of one of the can- 
didates at large at the head of each 
column, and the name and places of 
residence, including the number of the 
congressional districts, of the other 
candidates following in numerical 
order ef such districts. 

The surnames of the candidates of 
each political party for president and 
vice president, with the party or politi- 
cal designation at the right of the 
names, shall be printed in one line at 
right angles with the length of the 
ballot, above the respective groups of 
candidates for electors. There shall 
be left at the right of the party or po- 
litical designation a sufficient clear 
margin or square in which each voter 
may -designate- by-a cross-mark X-his 
choice for electors; and no other clear 
margin or space small be left in any 
such group of candidates. Such groups 
of candidates shall be arranged in the 
alphabetical order of the surnames of 
the candidates nominated for president, 
There shall be left at the end of each 


group of candidates as many blank 
spaces as there are persons to be 
elected to the office of electors. 

A voter who desires to vote for an 
entire group of candidates for electors 
shall place a cross mark X in the square 
at the right of the party or political 
designation above such group for which 


he marks; and such cross mark shall 
count as a vote for all the candidates 
in such group, 

If a voter does not desire to vote for 
a candidate in the group for which he 
marks, he may erase the name of such 
candidate, and the cross mark X_ shall 
count as a vote for all.the other candi- 
dates in such group. 

When a voter desires to vote for an- 
other person, in place of the candidate 
whose name he has erased, he may 
insert in one of the blank spaces at the 
end ef the groups of candidates for 
electors the name of the person of his 
choice, and place a cross mark X in the 
square at the right of such name; if 
the name erased is that of a candidate 


at large, the other name must be in- 
serted in one of the unnumbered blank 


spaces; otherwise in the blank space 
having the same number as the name 
erased. 

A voter who does not vote for any 
group of candidates, may vote for one 
or for several candidates for electors by 
inserting a hame or names in one or 
more of the blank spaces at the end of 
the group of electors, and placing a 
cross mark X in the square at the right 
of each name. The marks against 
names inserted in the blank spaces 
sliall be counted as now provided by 
law.—Cape Ann Advertiser. 


Good Rules for the Mistress. 


When engaging a servant be careful 
to explain her work to her, and let her 
understand that the work must be done 
in your way and not in the way of any 
former mistress she may have had, and 
this explanation must be made so that 
it shall not reflect upon the routine of 
any other household. 

Try and arrange the housework so 
that each servant may have an oppor- 
tunity to attend church on Sunday. 

When your servants do well encour- 
age them to do better by a few words 
of praise. 

Do not allow them to have visitors 
until after certain hours in the even- 
ing. 

Give your orders for the day to the 
cook as early in the morning as pos- 
sible. 

Insist upon being informed when 
anything is broken or lost. 

See that the chambermaid wears a 
clean apron while making the beds, 
and that she knocks at the bedroom 
doors before entering. 

Order the maid who opens the door 
not to leave visitors standing in the 
hall, nor to give parcels to strangers 
without previous instruction. 

When you reprove, do so firmly and 
decidedly. 

Only allow your rules to be broken 
once; let dismissal, with customary 
notice follow the second offence. 

Retain your temper under all circum- 
stances. 

Insist upon the punctuality of the 
family as well as upon the punctuality 
of the cook. 

Be kind to your servants when they 
are ill, and theughtful of them always; 
in nine cases out of ten the consider- 
ate mistress will be rewarded by faith- 
ful service. . 

Pay your servants’ wages regularly. 
Do not allow them to go out without 
first obtaining your permission.—The 
Ladies’ Home Journal for April.’

voted to do Wednesday. The result of 
this will be to throw the question into 
hands of unscrupulous managers of the 
endowment orders, The bill provided 
for the winding up of the affairs of en- 
dowment orders, the character of 
which has been very fully exposed dur- 
ing the past year. If we mistake not, 
public sentiment is largely against al- 
lowing them to transact such business 
under the cover of the law, and it 
would seem that the vote of the Legis- 
lature was against such -sentiment. 
Those who have upheld this measure 
will certainly commend themselves to 
the favor of the business people of the 
state. 


To the shame of the Massachusetts 
legislators be it said, the endowment 
orders in our state are to be allowed a 
continued existence. No act in the 
present session will be so universally 
condemned by the commotfSense peo- 
ple of Massachusetts, as this will be. 
The end of all of these organizations it 
is not difficult to see, but the deplor- 
able thing at this time is that Massa- 
chusetts should legalize a swindle, 
known to be as gigantic as the various 
combined endowment orders have new 
become. Andover as well as every 
other city and town in our common- 
wealth has many victims of several of 
the already defunct orders, and no 
words are too bitter for these men to 
use against the officials who have 
grewn rich on the misrepresentation 
that they have made to the many too 
easily gulled. ‘ 


Street Decency. 


Sometime ago a well-known. citizen 
said to the TOWNSMAN reporter, ‘I wish 
you would walk around and take a look 
at our streets, and see how they are dis- 
figured by the throwing around of refuse 
matter.” When the following article was 
brought to our attention, it seemed to 
speak better than we could on this ‘ques- 
tion: 


It is not easy to teach neatness to 
growh men and women; but it is possible 
to infuse into children a horror of the 
anti-social practice, which helps a great 
deal to disfigure and vulgarize our cities, 
of throwing down refuse of whatever 
nature—peanut shells, bits of paper, ends 
of cigarettes and cigars, old shoes, hats, 
ashes, saliva, or other excretions—-in 
places frequented by or seen by one’s 
fellow-citizens, such as streets, roads, 
lanes, sidewalks, public stairways, ete. 
Our indifference to this practice, which 
appears to be the result of a long famil- 
iarity, is incomprehensible to foreigners. 
It disappeared from-European countries 
completely fully one hundred years ago. 
It is now fined uawhors in the Eastern 
hemisphere except in Turkish or other 
Mussulman towns and cities, and is 
looked upon as a sign of a low eiviliza- 
tion. It is considered in every European 
city a grievous offence against a man’s 
neighbors to make any public display of 
offal, or to sit down quietly in the pres- 
ence of filth or rabbiat of any descrip- 
tion. A horror of it might be taught to 
any child in the public schools by an 
average teacher. Tv instil it should be 
one of a teacher’s first duties, for it must 
be remembered that the chief.observable 
superiority of the civilized man over the 
savage lies in the. greater cleanliness of 
his person and dwelling. No child 
should leave the public schools without 
having a dread of refuse ground into him. 
He shoald,be page to hate-the sight of 
unswept streets or sidewalks, of saliva- 
stained marble or granite, of ashes and 
refuse of every description, and espec- 
iglly of bits of newspapers and ends of 
cigars, as signs of gross selfishness and a 
low social tone.—Nation.

The Punchard Sckool again. 


Mr. Editor: 

It is quite natural that one who is a 
graduate of the Punchard School, and 
who has long been one of its honored 
and active Trustees, should come to its 
rescue when he finds it assailed by what 
he thinks is adverse criticism, ‘‘Citizen” 
was therefore pleased to read in the last’ 
TOWNSMAN Justice Poor's view of the 
legal. position which that school occupies 
to the town of Andover. I believe there 
is no other wish on the part of a single 
person in town than to know precisely 
the groands on which this school stands 
related to its inhabitants; whether, in- 
deed, théy have any rights in this mat- 
ter which they have not yet been per- 
mitted to exercise. Our selectmen it 
seems were in doubt, or they would not 
have sought eminent legal counsel on the 
subject. Let us then have all the light 
we can get. 

Now while law is regarded generally as 
full of subtle intricacies, the words of the 
English language are tolerably plain to 
those who have been accustomed to 
speak that tongue. And when one reads 
the Lowell opinion which says “That 
there has been no action on the part of 
the town which would prevent theschool 
committee from exercising its authority 
of charge and supervision over the school 
which is provided for in the Publie Stat- 
utes,’ the natural inference must be; 
that the School Committee of Andover, 
had certain rights of charge and super- 
vision over this school which it had not 
yet exercised. In one part of his com- 
munication Mr, Poor admits that the 
opinion of the legal gentlemen is correct, 
but he attempts to befog the mind of the 
reader by saying that the Punchard 
school was not a ‘public school,’ as 
though the Lowell opinion had reference 
to public schools in general. But- the 
opinion says ‘‘over the school.’’ .Over 
what school? Why, of course, over the 
Punechard school, There was no need 
that our Selectmen should go to Lowell 
to find out whether our School Commit- 
tee could exercise authority and super- 
vision over our common public schools. 
They knew that before. But the Lowell 
opinion is speaking expressly of the 
school, that is, the school to which it had 
particular reference in the decision. 
Neither is there any sense or meaning 
in saying that there has been no action 
on the part of the town which would pre- 
vent the School Committee from exercis- 
ing its authority of charge and _ super- 
vision over the school which is ‘provided 
for in the Public Statutes,’’ unless the 
School Committee do actually have cer- 
tain rights inthe premises. To say that 
the town has done nothing to prevent the 
exercise of those rights very clearly im- 
plies that these rights exist. 

And yet if this Lowell opinion is cor- 
rect it necessarily sets aside the will of 
Mr. Punchard. These two things seem 
to be in direct antagonism with each 
other. But law, courts,.and legislatures 
are always above wills, and Mr. Pun- 
chard’s will, at this late day, is not be- 
yond the danger of being made void. 
And if it conflicts with the genius of our 
republican institutions, with the spirit 
and purpose of our common school sys- 
tem, or with the constitutional rights of 
any of our citizens, no one, even in 
Andover, ought to be found defending 
it. The ‘‘grand work’’ the school has 
done and the number of its “Joyal gradu- 
ates’’ is wholly irrelevant to the question 


under consideration. I very much mis- 
take the people of Andover, if they desire 
in any way to profit from an institution 
in their town that has no. sound legal 
basis, and the supervision of which con- 
flicts with the rights of any of its fellow- 
citizens. 

Mr. Poor affects to believe that there 
has been no “‘loose, illegal, or slipshod’’ 
management in regard to this school. 
Has the gentleman forgotten that while 
the law expressly required that the Trus- 
tees should make an annual report of the 
work and condition of the Punchard 
school to the town, yet for over thirty 
years not a single report of this kind was 
ever made? How much longer that 
neglect would have continued had not 
the attention of the Trustees been called 
to it by a member of the School Commit- 
tee, is uncertain. : 

Such management has the appear- 
ance at least of being a trifle ‘‘loose, ille- 
gal, and slipshod.’’ In short, there 
seems to be in the legal basis and econ- 
omy of this school a sort of compound- 
double-acting-shifting movement which 
accommodates itself to the exigencies of 
the occasion, either of a ‘‘private’’ or of 
a “public”? school as the will of the Trus- 
tees may elect. Will Mr. Poor please in- 
form the readers of the TowNsmMam 
whether the Lowell opinion has refer- 
ence to ‘‘public schools” or to the Pun- 
chard scheol in particular? Cu1T1zen.

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M’KINLEY PRESIDES. 


TEE CHOICE OF BOTH HARRISON 
AND BLAINE MEN, 


J. Sloat Fassett Elected Temporary 
Chairman of the Minneapolis Conven- 
tion—Makeup of the Important Com- 


mittees—Speeches by Fassett and Mc- 
Kinley—Two Short Sessions, 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 8.—The convention 
was called to order at 12:24 p. m. 

After prayer by Rev. Dr. William 
Brush, chancellor of Dakota university, 
the call for the convention was read by 
Mr. De Young of California. Mr. Clark- 
son announced that the national commit- 
tee had recommended J. Sioat Fassett of 
New York for temporary chairman. 

Mr. Fassett was elected temporary 
chairman, the Harrison men not opposing 
him. Gre#t cheering anda storm of ap- 
plause greeted him as he stepped forward 
to read his speech, 

Mr. Fassett reviewed the work accom. 
plished by the present administration and 
paid glowing tributes to ex-Speaker Reed 
and Governor McKinley, He spoke at 
length of Republican reciprocity, creating 
great enthusiusm thereby. In conclusion 


he said: 
The Blaine sentiment in which Mr. Fas- 
sett finds his inspiration in this conven- 


tion came out inthe dramatic presenta- 
tion ofthe Maine man’s name and the su 
ordination of the name of Harrison, As 
he named the leaders of the party, he 
paused after Lincoln, Grant, Garfield and 
the others for the round of applause that 
he knew would follow, but when he came 
to Harrison and Blaine he brought the 
two names out in one breath, that ap- 
plause of Harrison men would seem to 
mingle with the Blaine men in recogai- 
tion of the ex-secretary of state. Mr. Fas- 
sett completed his speech -at-1:09 o’clock, 
and took the gavel in his hand before the 
convention realized that he was through. 
Then Le was applauded loudly,but almost 
immediately there went up cheers of 
“Reed, Reed,’’ and at once the convention 
was on its feet shouting and waving hats. 
Mr. Reed stepped to the front of the plat- 
form and amid profound silence began to 
speak, 

The speech was received with continual 
and growing enthusiasm. Bowing his 
than sasheconcluded Mr. Reed left the 
platform and returned to his seat. Then 
there were cries for McKinley, and amid 
@rext enthusiasm Mr. McKinley bowed 
his thanks. The cries of ‘‘McKinley,” 
mingled with cries of ‘‘Ingalls,”’ continued 
until the chairman said, as he brought 
down his gavel, ‘‘no coercion in the Re- 
publican convention.” 

Organization of Committees. 

The committee on resolutions met imme 
diately after the adjournment of the con- 
vention. Delegate Oliver of Pennsylvania 
oominated ex-Governor Foraker of Ohio for 
ehuirman of the committee, and, getting a 
prompt seconder, put the motion and an- 
nounced that it was earried, If there was 
any idea of opposition it had no chance to 
develop. Governor Gear of Iowa offered a 
suygestion which was adopted after some 
discussion. It was that the preparation’ 
of the platform be referred to five sub- 
committees of five members each. One 
topic was to be assigned to each sub-com- 
mittee, the division to be as follows: First, 
tariff; second, silver; third, election: 
fourth, foreign relations; fifth, misceila- 
neous subjects, 

The committee on organization organ- 
ized by the selection of Lockwood of 
Idaho as chairman, and King of New 
Hampshire as secretarg’ A sub-committe, 
consisting of Ellis of Kansas, Thomas of 
New York, T. Madison Vance of Louisi- 
ana, and Depauw of Indiana was ap- 
pointed. ¢ 

The committee on rules elected Genera’ 
H. H. Bingham of Pennsylvania chairman 
and Judge S. F. Stahl of Arkansas secre- 
tary. It was decided to recommend to the 
convention the adoption of the rules of 
the convention of 1888 witha few unim- 
portant changes made necessary by the 
admission of new states since then. 

The committee on credentials organized 
by the selection of Congressman Coggs- 
well of Massachusetts as chairman, and 
H. Terrell of Texas and Henry Lamn of 
Missouri secretaries.

McKinley Elected Chairman. 

The convention’s committee on perma- 
nent organization met and Governor Mo- 
Kinley was put in nomination for perma- 
nent chairman of the convention. Several 
members made complimentary speeches 
and Governor McKinley was chosen by 
acclamation, His selection is due to the 
fuct that he was conceded to be eminently 
fair, and while in favor of the nomination 
of President Harrison, the auti-adminis- 
tratiof forces had no objection to him and 
it was they who suggested his name. Mr. 
McKinley is regarded as as a good parlia- 
mentarian. His voice has suffered some- 
what from the effects of the severe cam- 
paigus through which he has gone, but he 
will doubtless be able to make himself 
very eudible to all present. The commit- 
tee confirmed the minor temporary officers 
in their appointments. 


SECOND DAY'S SESSION, 


McKinley Makes a Speech in Favor of 
Protection and Fair Politics. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 9,—The second day’s 
session was called to order at 11:48 a m. 
by Temporary Chairman Fassett. Prayer 
was offered, and then everybody waited 
to hear from the committee on credeu- 
tials. The report was not ready, and at 
12:15 Governor McKinley was escortei to 
the platform and made permanent chair- 
man of the convention. 

He madea speech, in which he spoke 
glowingly of the scheme of protect'on, tle 
Republican | party and ita record, and 
closed with a plea for honest elections, 

The committee on rules proposed the 
gules of the Fifty-first congress, with 


three modifications. At 12:58 p. m., after 
having done nothing more of importance, 
the convention adjourned to 11a. m. to 
day.

HIS WISH FULFILLED. 


Robert Tyrrill’s Victim, Mary Elsie, 
Dies at Providence.

Both parties 
are colored, and Tyrrill, who had been 
putting out a good deal of money on Mary, 
who wasa domestic, became jealous of 
another colored man. Finding the girl 
alone in the house, he pounded her head 
with a flatiron, stabbed her witha carv- 
ing knife and a fork,and jumped upon her 
until he supposed she was dead. Then he 
bought a revolver and went gunning for 
the other fellow. 

Not finding him he went back to the 
house, found that Mary was still alive,but 
unconscious, hammered her head again 
with a flatiron, and then fired a shot in'o 
her back. She remained unconscious for 
more than a week, and her lower limbs 
were completely paralyzed, showing 
that the bullet had struck the spinal 
column, Dr, Palmer will perform an 
autopsy. 

Tyrrill, who-has been in jail ever since, 
has expressed but oné wish—that he had
